An old-time county 
fair will be the theme and the co- 
operation of all organizations in the 
county will be sought. 


Prize money this year will total 
$7260 an increase of $660 over last 
year. Director F. N. Celio of the live- 
stock section has been granted an 
increase of $1000 to inaugurate a 
good livestock show. Mr. Celio is 
anxious to receive information con- 
cerning possible entries of all breeds | 
of purebred livestock in the county.

Mosquito Native Died 
Of Heart Weakness | 
While Prospecting | 


The funeral services for George 
Carpenter will be held Thursday af- 
ternoon at 2 o’clock from Memory 
Chapel. The Rev. Rex. Barron will 
officiate. Interment will be at Union 
cemetery. i 


Mr. Carpenter died Tuesday after- | 
noon while on a prospecting trip to 
One-Eye Canyon in the Mosquito 
section in company with James 
Ober. He had been treating with a 
physician for an ailment attributed 
to a heart weakness accompanied | 
by advancing years Upon learning } 
this the coroner announced no in- 
quest will be held although a formal 
investigation will be made. 

Deceased was a native of the Mos- 
quito section and a lifelong resident 
of the county, much of his adult life 
being spent in Placerville. He was a} 
carpenter by trade and the high} 
quality of his work made his serv- 
ices much in demand. At such odd | 
times as he could get away from his 
trade, he engaged in prospecting, 
and not without some success. 

He had gone to One-Eye canyon | 
with Mr. Ober returning to the 
scené of an earlier find, and fol- 
lowing luncheon Tuesday the two 
were at work. Mr. Carpenter had 
earlier complained of weakness in 
his legs. Mr. Ober heard something 
fall behind him and turned about to 
find Mr. Carpenter laying prone up- 
on the ground. 

Mr. Ober hurried a mile and a| 
half to the Swansborough residence 
and there summoned Coroner A. J. 
Orelli, having previously determined 
that Mr. Carpenter was dead. The | 
coroner was assisted by members of | 
the Mosquito CCC camp in carry- | 
ing the body the mile and a half, 
to the road. 

Mr. Carpenter is survived by three | 
brothers, Dave, Robert and Fred.

SACRAMENTO, ‘UW — The peren- | 


nial question of how to regulate lob- 
byists split the state assembly in- 


ito two camps today, one group sup- | 
porting the Donnelly bill to require: 
| strict financial accounting of money | 


spent in advocating or opposing le- 


|islation, and the other faction fa- 
| voring the principle but not the se- 


verity. 

No bill has aroused more discus- 
sion than the Donnelly measure to 
scrutinize the activities of the “third 
house,’ as the lobbyists are often 
known. Gov. Culbert Olson has un- 
equivocally endorsed the bill as part 
of his program to drive corrupt 
practices from state government. 

Assemblyman Hugh Donnelly, 
Turlock democrat, contends his bil 


is needed because ‘‘there is no room | 


in California, or in the United 
States, for secret processes of legis- 
lation.” It is set for a special or- 
der of business this afternoon in 
the lower house. 

The bill would require registra- 
tion of all lobbyists and legislative 
advocates and provide compulsory 
filing of financial statements, sal- 
aries, fees and expense accounts 
with the secretary of state.

Murder Ring 
Quiz Widens 


Investigation Hints 
Total Of Victims May 
Approximate 200, Said 


PHILADELPHIA, ‘(lP'—Bodies of 


| suspected victims of a murder mer- 


chandising syndicate so clogged the 
police laboratories today that Dis- 
trict Attorney Charles F. Kelley or- 
tered extra shifts of analysts to day 
and night duty. 

Laboratory workers fell far be- 
hind in their task of determining 
the scope of the murder merchants’ 
operations, so extensive that police 
now believe victims may total 200, 
or certainly more than the 100 at 
first estimated. 

Detectives also found evidence 
that the crime corporation’s work 
was to an extent competitive, that 
it conducted two branches—one spe- 
cializing in arsenic murder for in- 
surance, the other murdering for a 
flat fee, payable in advance. 

Kelly said bodies of possible vic- 
tims were “piling up so fast” that 
the police laboratory had been un- 
able to keep pace. He wanted all ex- 
humations made immediately so he 
can proceed with the trials of 24 per- 
sons persons already in custody. 


OPEN VERDICT FOUND IN 
DEATH OF MAN AT 
HART MINE 


A coroner’s jury inquiring Tues- 
day night into the cause of the 
death early last Sunday morning of 
James Harold Rogers, 34, at the 
Hart mine, near Georgetown, found 
that he died of a cerebral hemor- 
rhage. 

Although the verdict made no 
reference as to the possible causes 
of the hemorrhage, it inquired thor- 
oughly into the circumstances and 
established to its satisfaction that 
the various quarrels in which Rog- 
ers had been involved the night be- 
fore his death were not definitely 
related to his death. 

There was evidence that Rogers 
had been drinking rather heavily 
but the jury reported merely the 
cause of death and did not set forth 
other circumstances in its verdict.

W. S. Kirk Is

William Shermer Kirk, was born 
at Germantown, now a section of 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, on June 
16, 1868, the son of James S. Kirk, 
a native of England, and Ann Lisa 
Rook Kirk, a native of Staten Is- 
land, New York. 


In his native community he learn- 
ed the printer’s trade and he and 
Mrs. Kirk were wed at Philadelphia 
on September 30, 1888, coming to 
California about five years later. 
The couple settled first at San Fran- 
cisco where Mr. Kirk was employed 
as a linotype compositor for The 
Chronicle and also by the printers 
of Sunset magazine. 

During his earlier experiences in 
printing in California Mr. Kirk in- 
stalled the first linotype in the state 
printing office, at Sacramento. In 
1903 he moved to Marysville to work 
in the plant of the Marysville Ap- 
peal and by application, thrift and 
industry became a part owner of 
that paper. 

Mr. and Mrs. Kirk moved to Pla- 
in December of 1907 and 
soon afterward Mr. Kirk purchased 
The Placerville Nugget and subse- 
quently purchased from George 
Richardson The El] Dorado Repub- 
lican, continuing publication of 
the two papers. 

In 1913 he became identified with 
the automobile business and since 
that time had devoted his attention 


chiefly to that work, being owner of 
The Placerville Automobile Com- 
pany. He disposed of The Placer- 
ville Republican in 1920. ! 

In later years, however. his love! 
for the printing trade made it im- 
possible for him to abandon entirely 
his interest inu that work and he be- 
came a stockholder in and the pres- 
ident of The Mountain Publishing 
Company, owners of The Mountain 
Democrat and now owners also of 
The Placerville Republican. At the, 
time of his death he was a member | 
in goodstanding of the Internation- 
al Typographical Union. 

Mr. Kirk served El Dorado Lodge 
No. 26, F. & A. M., as Worshipful 
Master during 1922. He also was a 
Past High Priest of St. James Chap- 
ter, No. 16, R. A. M., and a mem- 
ber of El] Dorado Commandery No. 
4, Knights Templar, all of this city. 

In addition, he was a member of 
Sacramento Pyramid No. 3, Sciots. 
and of Ben Ali Temple, of the 
Shrine, and was a thirty-second de- 
gree Mason, a member of Sacra- 
mento Consistory in the Ancient and 
Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemas- 
onry. He was one of the sponsoring 
committee of El Dorado Chapter, 
Order of DeMolay. 

AS a newspaper publisher in the 
community, Mr. Kirk was automat- 
ically associated with progressive 
undertakings in the field of civic en- 
deavor and also became interested in 
political affairs, being identified as 
a member of the Republican party 
in state and national politics. 

This interest resulted in his regu- 
lar election for many years as a: 
member of the county Republican 
Central Committee which he served 
from time to time as chairman.
